“The real tragedy lies in the fact that it was really not anybody's fault 
The same thing might have happened to anyone Why, any car driver 
vy 1 tell you of the number of ‘close calls’ that he has had, that would 
have had just as serious consequences, if luck had not been with him. 
In Raymond's case luck was against him My only hope is that after all 
this trouble, the minister of justice will decide that he has suffered enough 
and will order his release. 

And that is the hope of the little grey-haired mother, too. “Dr. Mis- 
ener is very good,” she said, “she had done so much for my Raymond.” 

If enough people show that they think Raymond should be freed the 
minister will probably see to it that their wishes are met. So, if you want 
to see him given a chance, if you want to show his mother that justice is 
not just a hollow word, and that mercy is not just a subject for poetry, 
sign one of those petitions. Or if one isn’t handy, start one and get it 
circulating. Then send it in to either Dr. Misener or R. F. Jackson, Ray- 
mond's lawyer.

The problem that must be faced by the association is 
the same old one of amateur cards and standings. Presi- 
dent Croft and his confreres will find it plenty tough to 
work out and the result they arrive at will be eagerly 
waited for in Alberta baseball circles. It will be equally 
interesting to hockey circles in view of the stand which the 
C.A.M.A, has taken on the matter of amateur status. , 

The great source of trouble is that under the—A.A.U. of 
C. definition of an amateur, that creature is practically as 
rare as a dodo, Finding it impossible to maintain a perfectly 
3 interpretation of amateurism, officials have taken a 
more tolerant stand on the question. As a result the lee-way 
has increased year after year and no one has been able to say 
exactly where the line should be drawn. The fact of the mat- 
ter is that it is impossible to draw a line in baseball and still 
keep the game alive. If you know a single top-notch ball 
player in Alberta who has not received money for his services 
at some time or another, you are unique. 

There appears to be only two ways out for the A.B.A. 
and these are: (1) to drop the regulation requiring players 
to have amateurs cards, but demand that they have play- 
ing certificates from the association in order to control the 
situation: (2) to drop the word “amateur” entirely and 
make the organization simply the Alberta Baseball Associa- 
tion, continuing all provincial competitions and playoffs as 
at present. Of the two, the latter solution would probably 
be the most healthy. 

It would ensure the association of 
powerful clubs in the province as well as from scores 
smaller ones who have never been able to solve the maze 
leading to an amateur card. These affiliations would in turn
